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Doug Daigneault is approaching his tenth 
season as head varsity basketball coach, with 
mixed apprehension. While he has a nucleus of five 
veteran Americans, he realizes that the ultimate 
success of this year’s squad lies in the hands of 
Canadian rookies. 


Second team All-Canadian John Erglis, Ron 
Puskarich, John Dore, Bob Brix and Doug Merlin are 
returning lettermen who have played three seasons 
for Coach Daigneault. Erglis, one of the most 
exciting players in Canada, will be counted on to 
quarterback the team’s offence. 


Puskarich, a first team Q.U.A.A. All-Star the past 
two seasons, is expected to improve upon last 
season when he led the team in scoring, averaging 
over 20 points per game. Dore, the team’s top 
defensive player, will team with Erglis to give 
Concordia one of the top backcourt duos in the 
country. 


However, Daigneault will sorely miss the 
presence of three departing lettermen, Garry Miller, 
David Kurtz and Jack Kalinkewicz. Miller and 
Kalinkewicz co-captained last year’s squad and 
were invaluable coming off the bench, while Kurtz 
averaged eight points and seven rebounds before 
suffering a shoulder separation. 


Coach Daigneault is counting heavily on two new 
recruits, 6’8” Morrie Herman and 6’6” Frank Zulys. 
Herman, who played four years at Colby College, is 
expected to help the Stingers down the middle and 
he is able to play after the Christmas break. Zulys, 
out of Toronto’s Michael Power High School, has 
shown rapid improvement in his first season and is 
expected to challenge Bob Brix for a starting spot. 
Another newcomer, 6’7’’ Doug Heywood, is from 
Hamilton, Ontario, and has been hampered by a 
knee injury and may have to have an operation. 


Ron Frost, who averaged five points a game last 
season, Bob Wright, who played last year with 
Champlain College and veteran Chuck Berger are 
also being counted on by Daigneault to come off the 
bench to help the Stingers. 


Concordia faces one of the toughest schedules 
in Canada, appearing in five tournaments as well as 
a Maritime swing against perennial national powers 
Acadia, St. Mary’s and St. Francis Xavier. Their 
biggest challenge in the Q.U.A.A. will be Butch 
Staples’ McGill Redmen.
